HATCHET 


Disrupted By Student 


DR. THELMA jLAVINB and Dr. Harry Yaida'a group 
(Hacuaeion. of “Brava Now World,” war unexpectedly 
intemptadSunday night in Thuraton. 

The book dlacuaaion, an event plaanad by the Orientation 
Cpmmittae,* drew aeveral hundred ftaahmen and 
upperdnaamen, a targe turnout for a book-dtacuaeion. 

Approximately one J|»nr after Yeide and Dr. Lavirw bad 
begun their redution Marc Tianr, a member of the Student 
Board of Truataae, took the mkrophone away bom D. 
Lavine. ^ 

TIaar began by apouting critictam of the way the 
dtacutaion had been aet up, than itaifted into a brief note of 
Hiolayta view of drug! The majority of Tlxar’e crlUctam, 
however, turned' to a oondamnetion of the. UnhreraRy, and 
the pteinine of Re atructum. 

He confronted the aaaembled fraehmen with qpeatlone 
like “What makea tbeae people (Dta Yaide and Lavine) the 
toaderk? Why do tl^y lit up honj? Why don’t are eR in a 
dtde? Do you know ' that prbfieeoei don't conekler you 
human bein^” 

Deiptte various outburiti by students, both in defense 
and criUdsm,.Tixer continued to. attack the UniveraRy. in so 
doing, he stressed the need to think Jndapendently and reject 
the hierarchical riructure of the univeraRy. 

Dra. Lavine and Yaida remained silent through much 
of Titer’s harangue. Later Tixef gave the microphone back to 
the profaaeota, at which tline both Yeide and Dr. Lavine 
teemed generally sympathetic to his mo tivaa, and reluctant to 
critictae. Dr, Larne partieularly, compUniented Tkwr*t action 
and explained that she had let him continue to sped in the 
hopai that he would ventilate himieir; In a senes blow off 
steam in a cause with which she was generally eynqiathetic. 

Following YeMe’s and Dr. lavine’s response to Tizir, 
some students begsn to leave while others stayed on to 
question, the professors and debate the action by Tizer.

Bookstore Abortion 

GW’S SOCALLED BOOKSTORE is in the news on^c 
again. Mis-nunaged, pooriy organized, poorly staffed, and 
poorly stocked, it is a weak excuse for a campus 
bookstore. 

To paraphrase Manager David Spicer, who came to 
GW from a similar post at Towson State Teachers 
Oollege, a campus b^kstore should be run for the 
business, nbt for the customers. And this is the 
philoaophy under which Spicer has been nmning his 
shop. To make matters easier for his trade book 
distributor, AAA Distributors of Newton, 
Massachusetts, Spicer had all paperbacks put in order tO 
correspond to the wholesalers catalog-not, as would be 
common sense, by subject. 

That many members of the staflf are surly and 
discoutteous b an uirderstatement. One cannot help 
feeling that some of the staff believe they are doing the 
students abig favor. The bookstore’s better employees 
have been religning, and Jack Harris’ resignation, 
tendered yest^day, is but the latest. Spicer has a new 
staff acquidtion in his cousin, who, it is rumored, is 
receiving '* higher wage than other employees in the same 
clerical classification. 

The Presidents Bookstore Committee is totally 
ineffective. There is no way for them to ascertain the 
financial facts of the situation, since the accounts of the 
bookitore a{e a mire of confusion. They have never been 
gudhed. Vice-presiderit andTreasurer Henry H. Herzog 
has even admitted that two sets of ‘books’ have beert 
used;-one accurate, the other for release to students. 
Meanwhile, the bookstore claims that profits last year 
were down to a little under $6,100, a figure which is 
either proof positive of totally incompetent management, 
or an indication that the administration has been lyipg 
outright about bookstore profits. That profits could be 
this low, in view of the large wholesale discounts on 
books, and considering the GW bookstore’s puny 
discount policy, is totally ludicrous. A campus bookstore, 
without effective competition and with a captive market, 
should be on easy street. 

There are solutions. An audit. 'An end to the 
nepotism, .which in general is widespread within the 
University, A public accountirig of the bookstore’s 
financial position. New staff people with creativity and 
experience and a small measure of common courtesy.

Calling the Kettle Black 

THERE IS On old CLICHE about people .in glass 
houses throwing stones. It is applicable to Senator Strom 
Thurmond fR-S.C.) 

Thurmond has been a persbtent critic of President 
Johnson’s jKxnination of Abe Fortas as Chief Justice. One 
of the bases of Thurihond’s attack was that Fortas, in 
lecturing at Arrierican University, bad accepted as 
payment, funds which werp tax emempt. In other words, 
moiiitained the Senator, the government was subsidizing 
the lectures. 

Thurmond himself b no lily. In a letter to GW’s chapter 
of Alpha Phi Omega (see story, letter, p. I ), hb persorul 
secretary requested $500 plus expenses for Thurmond’s 
port in the Distinguished Speakers Series. Thurmond 
subsequently spoke at GW without compensation when 
APhiO rejected the request. Had he been paid, however, 
it would have been virith tax exempt funds, just as Fortas 
was at American. It b also significant that Thurmond is 
the only speaker to ever request compensation. In 
contrast, Fortas agreed to lead the book discussion on 
“Gideon’s Trumpet” without mention of renumeration.

The nmjor ksue seems to he 
security. In a time of war, riots 
and the politics of confrontation 
as piactlnd at Chicapo, it k not 
sutpriainp that the American 
people are beoominp fearful. The 
candidate which Inatilk the 
preatast sense of security In the 
puhHc k the one who will 
probably win the election. 
Nixon was the fhat to address 
the ksue of security in hk 
proposals for better kw 
enforcement and in hk tempered 
and intollipant statements on 
forelpn and domestic policies. It 
k therefore not surpridnp that 
those doeest to the malnstreem 
of American opinion are 
supportinf Nixon as the best 
man to restore order to a 
disorderly world. 

In addition to security, 
many are attracted to Nixon by 
hk individualkt approach to the 
poveminp process. 'To Nixon, (he 
process by which the national 
povemment assumed many of 
the the responsihllties of the 
states, communities and 
indhriduak must be reversed. 
Power must flow back to tbe 
states, communities and 
individuals if we are to 
eff^Wely solve the problems 
facinp us. Thus many of hk 
programs, such as hk proposak 
on bkek capltalkm and the 
volunteer army and the 
estahikhment of such groups as 
the Student Advkory Board, are 
baaed on this theme of 
participatory democracy and 
will succee d to the exteqt that 
indhriduak ate enoouiaped to 
perticipate in them. 

It k not for; theee penetal 
reasons alone tiuit peo^ are 
moving toward Rich^ Nixon. 
In addition, Richard Nbion’s 
specific proposak coincide with 
the belieft of many college 
students. For Instance, those 
who believe in the Inequity of 
the draft are attracted hy 
Richard Nbcon’s plan, to sboikh 
the draft system after Vietnam 
and to tepkee It arith a 
volunteer army. Those who 
believe that ultimate relief from 


poverty carmot come from a 
national walfSre system but 
must come from each individual 
seridng to better himaaif an 
attracted by Ntamn’s proposak 
on aid to bkek rspRalkm and 
tax incentives for private 
industry in order to give men tbe 
aUlk to work and earn their 
living. Those who see Vietnam as 
tbe crucial ksue are attracted to 
Nixon by hk exper i ence in 
foreign afhits and by the faeilrig 
that when elected, Nixon will be 
abk to end tbe war whik 
preserving the possibility of 
setf-determinatioii for tbe South 
Vietnamese paopk. 

Those who support these 
policies and who acthrety 
support Nixon are a minority on 
this campus and all too often a 
silent minority. They are, 
however, closer to the 
mainstream of American 
thinking than moat of their 
coDeagues.

‘Flash’ Injects Needed Vitality

THE HUSKY sounds of 
“Rkh, fah Delta!...” echo 
through the cool night air. 

The smiUng “Hi! How are 
you?” Phi SIg k shaking hands at 
a furious pace and the 
sMebumed and super-suave SAE 
k giving aD the incoming girk a 
long and terribly seductive look. 
And the AEPk are still flashing 
their kte model cars at their 
awestruck freshman soul 
brothers from New York and 
New Jeiaey. 

And a sprinkling of bkek 
faces in a tew fraternities stands 
out I as shinging evidence of 
non-discrimination in the greek 
system. 

Ah, GW, you don’t seem to 
have changed. But there k a very 
stropg undercunent benei^ 
these vmves of sterility at Gw. 
Sometimes thk undercunent 
msnifaets itself in a rather 
absurd manner such as a 
“naming radical” disrupting the 


normal procedures of 
orientation. It could be a 
“happening,” or an active, even 
militant concern for the social 
and political Ilk of today. 

In any case, it k something 
which has never before existed 
at GW, a totally segregated 
university until 1964 and one 
which wallowed In utter 
kagnation until a few years ago. 

Thk new movement, like 
many others around the nation, 
rejects the obaolete, reactionary 
arid harmful Institutions whose 
influence has blocked progress in 
the past. Most particularly. It 
rejects hatemtties and sororities 
for they, more than anything 
aka, have created the intellectual 
and spiritual vacuum which 
engulfs the University. ' 

This movement is an 
extremely loose coalition of 
Flash, SERVE, SDS and tbe 
Bkek Students UnioiL Vietnam 
and racism on campus and 
elsewhere ere issues of mutual 


intereat and last spring’s hassle 
over dkcrimlnetlon and tbe 
ensuing march on Rice Hall by 
tbe Concerned Students pointed 
to greater co-ordination and 
success In tbs future. 

Flash, a project ersated 
during the summer, k designed 
to offset the onskught of 
fratemitlee at the beginning of 
the year end to prevent the 
Imprass t onable freshmen from 
being sucked into a system 
which promises parties, girk, 
bssr aiui lasting frimdahips. It k 
a project which envisions GW 
gmduatas as something other 
than mediocre businessmen, 
government employees and 
colorlaas Elks, Optimists snd 
Leglonalres. 

The movement k an effort 
to inject some much-nseded 
vitality into tbe campus life at . 
GW and anyone wto has been 
here other years, It k obvious 
that tt k succeeding. Only the 
“frata” and Dr. E. J. B. Lewk 
stand to lose.

hk lace, “You must take theas floarers, 
it’s most important that you take these 
flowe rs . You don’t understand bow 
Important It k that you take these 
flowers.” The officer silaotly refused. 

Somehow that DeiUnger-poBoc 
irwi a tia g symboUaad the whok week. 
Thera was the refuml of the police to 
recognise Indhriduak, even in their most 
abm^ conditions, the intense offer of 
recoacOktion on the part of the 
Movement, a total kck of understanding 
of what tbe protest was or why it 
ssdatad. And from that week, tbe 
Moveme n t win go off on Us own. 


The radical political and cultural 
groups-beat known bring Studerds for 
a Democatie Society aixl various 
guerrilla theatre troops which 
solidified and grew from kst October's 
Pentagon march to Lyndon Jolmson’s 
withdrawal— now' have thrir beat 
recruitment opportunMiea. In tbe last 18 
months. Movement groups have been 
forced to parallel practical astablisbed 
polities. AHematives to McCarthy and 
Kennedy work had to compete arith the 
game of “system politica.” Radical 
groups pknMl thrir activities as 
responses to cakukted moves by 
Johnson, Humphrey, Daley, whik 
carefrilly avoiding merdion of Keimedy ' 
of McCMhy. 

Near, through the death of 
volunteer actirity on behalf of 
Presidential candidates, radical 
organizations r» longer need to 
calcukte moves by ie>jUkr politics, and 
can now veer off on their own course. 
In the aftermath of Michigan Avenue, it 
has gained momentum and numbers. It 
has even gained kgRimacy. 

When the turf in Grant Park being 
the Conrad HUton was aron Wednesday 
and Thutaay sven in p, thousands 
people gitbared to hear the sp ss ch s e 


and musk throught the night. Hie 
audience partkipided in any way they 
saw tit; exteruliiig the Digger concept of

Convention-anyone could taka the 
microphone and any what be pkased. 

Mm significant than the speeches 
was tbe mood of tbe crowd, llik eras 
not a radical anti-adminktratioo 
harangue. What evolved was a feeUng 
much like that of the civil rights 
movement in the South in tbe early 
Sixtke-one of aolldartty, camaraderie 
and a strange kind of patriotkm. Tbe 
religious fervor of the righteous dvll 
rights movement bad taken bold of thk 
odd easortment of students, dergy, 
professors, suburbanites and blacks. 

Once the Flee Convention was 
under rray. It gained stature. Not only 
regular radical political spokesmen and 
tbehr cuRutal counterparts spoke, tbe 
de k gstes ako came over to ipetk. From 
tbe South came a delegate from South 
Carolina, who told the crowd that whik 
he was a “kw aiui order” man aiui 
voted Humphrey, he bad never seen 
such action on the part of police, had 
never known what the peace paopk 
were reaBy like aiui had now come away 
with new tbokgbts on “kw and order” 


and sympathetk feelingi for the 
anti-war movement. 

The obvious fact k that McCarthy 
workars had nowhsre to go at that tims. 
For some the dsfaat of thrir man was 
instant radkalixatton, for otbars only a 
temporary flirtetlon with the radical 
movsident. For those there will be 
Congressional caiuildatss to work for. 
Tbe campaigns of Lowenstrin on Long 
Island, Mear In suburban Marykiui naar 
Washington, GUligan In 'Ohio, aiul Swan 
in Kaiwns will be staffM by McOsithy 
vohmteers.
